| That Major General Maccay by his Wiſe Condu& brought the 
King' s Forces into ſuch advantageous Poſts in the High-Lands, ſur- 
mounting all the difficulties which the Viſcount endeavoured to 
bring upon him, by dogging him from Hill to Hill, Enſnared him 
at laſt in his own Politick Method, making ſuch faint Marches and 
Counter-Marches, as to draw him intoa Defile thro' which he could 
not ſo ſuddeuly paſs, but that it gave the opportunity to a Detach- 
ment of the General's Forces, to oblige him to a Fight, which fer 
fome time was obſtinately maintained by the Rebels; but within 
the ſpace of Three Quarters of an Hour the Viſcount with all his 
People was Intirely Defeated, One Hundred and Thirty being Kill- 
ed upon the ſpot, beſides divers made Priſoners, the Viſcount him- 
ſelf narrowly eſcaping not with about Twenty Horſe. 

The other Expreſs ſays, That the Parliament after their Ad- 
Jjournment to the 1 7th Inſtant, met accordingly, to whem his Ex- 
cellency, Duke Hamilton, his Majcſtics High Commiſſioner, made a 
moſt Excellent Speech, and had the Thanks of the Houſe return'd 
him for it, they having gone thro! all the Preliminaries of taking 
the Oaths to King W:lliam and Queen Mary, Two Members only 
Declining, who were afterwards Expelled the Houſe, and the Par- 
Hament affirmed all the Proceedings of the late Convention to be 
Legal and Binding. 

The Lord Hume being brought to Edenburgh as ſuſpe&ed to be 
going to Dundee, is Committed. Priloner to the Caſtle. And ir 
further adds, That his Majeſtics Ship, the Fernſalem, Captain 
Bettwell Commander, with others in his company, Laden with Am- 
munition and Proviſion from che City of Briſtol, are ſafely arrived 
in London-Derry, ( as by Letters out of the Place aſſures, ) to the 
Inexpreſiible Joy of thoſe People, the Iriſþ not having then finiſh- 

ed their Boxes acroſs the Longh. | 
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
